SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Chopper has been classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years. This is due to the manner in which the publication treats matters of crime and 
violence. 

The publication was submitted to the Office of Film and Literature Classification for 
reconsideration of its original classification. Previously, the publication was classified 
as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years and the publication is used for the purpose of 
screening at the New Zealand Film Festival 2000. This decision was registered on 16 
June 2000. 

In granting leave for the publication to be reconsidered for classification, and in 
determining that classification, consideration has been given to the potential for a wider 
audience for this publication, and the absence of evidence of likelihood of injury to the 
public good that might result from exposure to this wider audience. 
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
